THE  REV.  ROBERT  HEDGES  MAUNSELL  EYRE,  A.M. 

The  business  of  the  evening  will  open  with  singing  and  prayer, 
to  commence  with  the  following  hymn  : —

Let  the  Redeemer's  name  be  sung, 
Through  ev'ry  land,  by  ev'ry  tongue.

People — Mercifully  forgive  the  sins  of  thy  people. 

Minister — Favourably,  with  mercy,  hear  our  prayers  ; 

People — 0  Son  of  David,  have  mercy  upon  us. 

Minister — Both  now  and  ever  vouchsafe  to  hear  us,  O  Christ ; 

People — Graciously  hear  us,  O  Christ ;  graciously  hear  us,  O 
Lord  Christ. 

Minister — O  Lord,  let  thy  mercy  be  showed  upon  us  ; 

People — As  we  do  put  our  trust  in  thee. 

Let  us  Pray. 
ALMIGHTY  GOD,  who  hast  in  all  ages  showed  thy  power 
and  mercy  in  the  miraculous  and  gracious  deliverances  of  thy 
church,  and  in  the  protection  of  righteous  and  religious  kings,  we 
yield  thee  our  unfeigned  thanks  and  praise  for  the  deliverance  of 
our  church  and  nation  from  popish  tyranny  and  arbitrary  power, 
as   upon   this   day  effected,   through  the  victory  over  his  enemieSj 
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Touclisafed  to  his  Majesty,  King  William  the  Third ;  we  beseech 
thee  give  us  such  a  lively  and  lasting  sense  of  what  thou  didst  then, 
and  hast  since  that  time  done  for  us,  that  we  may  not  grow  secure 
and  careless  in  our  obedience,  by  presuming  upon  thy  great  and 
undeserved  goodness  ;  but  that  it  may  lead  us  to  repentance,  and 
move  us  to  be  the  more  diligent  and  zealous  in  the  duties  of  our 
religion,  which  thou  hast,  in  a  marvellous  manner,  preserved  to 
us.  Let  truth  and  justice,  brotherly  kindness  and  charity,  devo- 
tion and  piety,  concord  and  unity,  with  all  other  virtues,  so  flourish 
among  us,  that  they  may  be  the  stability  of  our  times,  and  make 
this  church  a  praise  in  the  earth.  All  which  we  humbly  beg  for 
the  sake  of  our  blessed  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ.     Amen.

That  it  may  please  thee  to  bless  his  Excellency  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  and  also  the  lords  of  the  council,  and  all 
the  nobility,  the  magistrates,  and  those  in  authority  ;  giving  them 
grace,  wisdom,  and  understanding,  to  execute  justice  and  to 
maintain  truth:

That  it  may  please  thee  to  bless,  and  keep,  and  enrich  with  all 
spiritual  gifts,  our  beloved  Protestant  brethren  : 
We  beseech  thee  to  hear  us,  good  Lord. 

That  it  may  please  thee  to  bring  us  into  the  way  of  truth  all 
such  as  have  erred,  and  are  deceived ;  especially  our  Roman 
Catholic  fellow-countrymen : 

We  beseech  thee  to  hear  us,  good  Lord. 
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That  it  may  please  thee  to  give  us  unity,  peace,  and  concord : 
TVe  beseech  thee  to  hear  us,  good  Lord. 

That  it  may  please  thee  to  give  us  true  repentance,  to  forgive 
us  all  our  sins,  negligences,  and  ignorances,  and  to  endue  us  with 
the  grace  of  thy  Holy  Spirit,  to  amend  our  lives  according  to  thy 
holy  Word. 

We  beseech  thee  to  hear  us,  good  Lord. 

Son  of  God,  we  beseech  thee  to  hear  us. 
Son  of  God  ive  beseech  thee  to  hear  us. 

O  Lamb  of  God,  that  takest  away  the  sins  of  the  world : 
Grant  us  thy  peace. 

O  Lamb  of  God,  that  takest  away  the  sins  of  the  world : 
Have  mercy  upon  us. 

Prevent  us,  0  Lord,  in  all  our  doings,  with  thy  most  gracious 
favour,  and  further  us  with  thy  continual  help.  Grant  that  our 
commemoration  of  thy  mercies  this  night,  may  be  accompanied 
with  a  grateful  sense  of  thy  goodness  towards  us  ;  remove  from 
our  midst  everything  sinful,  wicked,  and  hurtful ;  and  grant  that 
in  this,  and  in  all  our  works,  begun,  continued,  and  ended  in  thee, 
we  may  glorify  thy  holy  name  ;  and  finally,  by  thy  mercy,  obtain 
everlasting  life,  through  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord.     Amen.
